P-XACTLY 2 year ago, the Co- 
hens arrived from South Af-

ly established village.

Now 
they Have unpacked their 
trunks again, at the iast min- 
ute, for after one year of filling 
in forms, asking. explaining. 
and running around, they felt 
they would never succeed. They 
had been on the verge of sell- 
img the little house they built 
at Kiryat Moshe a middie- 
Class settlement near Petah 
Tikva, where 230 families had 
been living without a phar- 
macy. They had invested 
IL.11,000 in setting up their 
new home and business, and 
for months past visiting 
Health Department inspectors 
had found fault with one thing 
after another 
Pirst Mr Cohen. who had 
been a pharmacist in South 
Africa for 24 years, was told 
that he would have to work 
a5 an apprentice here for two 
years, since he had not studied 
for three years as required by 
law. However, an amendment 
to existing-iaws provides that 
& pharmacist who had been 


practising his profeasion before 
1931, would be granted a li- 
cence 


He applied for the trading 
licence in March The first de- 
lay im the issue of this licence 
Was cue to the fact that the 
floor-space of a pharmacy must 
be 60 square metres. Mr Cohen 
said he had not been advised 
of this when he started buiild- 
ing. An official of the Health 


Department who viewed the 
premises found them short
